tion of that Synopſis would not have anſwered our 


preſent deſign : For, living at a period when the

Fn Ron this period every Writer on theſe cabjead 
psd ed his own method as an example ; ; ſome. 
_ openly, but others more covertly, aiming at the 
honor of originality, and attempting to ſeek for 
fame in the path chalked out by Mr. Ray; but too 
often without acknowleging the merit of the Guide. 

Ms. KLEIx, in 1751, made his appearance as 
a Syſtematic Writer on Quadrupeds, and in his firſt 
order follows the general arrangement of Mr. Rar ; 
but the change he has made of ſeparating certain 
animals, which the laſt had conſolidated, are exe- 
cuted with great judgement. He ſeems \eſ fortu- 
nate in his ſecond order; for, by a ſervile regard to 
a method taken from the number of toes, he has 
jumbled together moſt oppoſite animals; the Camel 
and the Sloth, the Mole and the Bat, the Glutton 
and Apes; happy only in throwing back the Walrus, 
the Seal, and the Manati, to the extremity of his 
ſyſtem : I ſuppoſe, as animals nearly bordering on 
another claſs, | | 

M. Bx1ss0N, in 1756, favored the world " 
another ſyſtem, arranging his animals by the num- 
ber or defect of their teeth; beginning with thoſe 
that were toothleſs, ſuch as the Ant-eater; and end- 
ing with' thoſe that had the greateſt number, ſuch 
as the Opoſſum. By this method, laudable as it is 
in many reſpects, it muſt happen unavoidably that 
ſome Quadrupeds, very diſtant from each other in 
their manners, are too cloſely connected in his 
Syſtem ; a defect, which, however common, ſhould 
be Ty avoided by every Naturaliſt.

It is 


therefore difficult to defend, and ſtill more ungrate- 


full to drop any reflections on a Naturaliſt, to whom 
we are ſo greatly indebted. . The variations in his 
different Syſtems may have ariſen from the new and 


: continual diſcoveries that are made in the animal 
| Kingdom; from his ſincere intention of giving his 


Syſtems additional improvements, and perhaps from 

a failing, (unknown indeed to many of his accuſers) 

a diffidence in the abilities he had exerted in his 

prior performances. But it muſt be allowed, that 

the Naturaliſt runs too great a hazard in imitating 

his preſent guiſe ; for in another year he may put on 
a new form, and leave the complying DR 


amazed at the metamorphoſis. 


Bur chis is not my only reaſon for rejecting the 
ſyſtem of this otherwiſe able Naturaliſt: There are 
faults in his arrangement of Mammalia , that oblige

in all its articles; for it will be impoſſible to allow 


the Mole, the Shrew, and the harmleſs Hedge-hog, to

Tart laſt order is that of Whales ; ; hien it muſt 


be confeſſed, have, in many reſpects, the ſtructure 


of land animals; but their want of hair and feet, 


their fiſh-like form, and their conſtant reſidence in 


the water, are arguments for ſeparating them from 
this claſs, and forming chem into another era 


dent of the reſt, 


Bur while I thus freely offer my objections 
againſt embracing this Syſtem of Quadrupeds, let 
me not be ſuppoſed inſenſible of the other merits of 
this great and extraordinary perſon : His arrange- 
ment of fiſh, of inſets, and of ſhells, are original 
and excellent; he hath, in all his claſſes, given phi- 
loſophy a new language; hath invented apt names, 


and taught the world a brevity, yet a fullneſs of . 
deſcription, unknown to. paſt ages; he hath with 
great induſtry brought numbers of ſynonyms of 
every animal into one point of view; and hath. 
given a conciſe account of the uſes and manners of 


each, as far as his obſervation extended, or the in- 
formation of a numerous train of travelling diſciples 
could contribute: His Country may triumph in 
producing ſo vaſt a Genius, whoſe ſpirit invigorates 


ſcience in all that chilly region, and diffuſes it from 


thence to climates more favorable, which gratefully 
acknowlege the advantage of its influences. 


Lr us now turn our eyes to a Genius of another

the creation of his own gay fancy +. Having

to ſhackle his lively ſpirit with ſyſtematic arrange-/ 
ment; ſo that the Reader is forced to wander thro! 
numbers of volumes in ſcarch of any wiſhed-for ſub- 
ject. The miſunderſtanding between theſe two able 
Naturaliſts is moſt injurious to ſcience. The French 
Philoſopher ſcarce mentions the Suede, but to treat 
him with contempt ; Linnæus, in return, never 
deigns even to quote M. de Buffon, notwithſtanding 
he muſt know what ample lights he might have 
drawn from him. 5 
I ſhall in a few words mention the plan that is 
followed in the preſent diſtribution of quadrupeds, 
and at the ſame time ſhall clame but a ſmall ſhare 
of originality. Ry 5 
I copy Mr. Rav, iu his greater diviſions of ani- 
mals into hoofed, and digitated ; but, after the man- 
ner of Mr. KLEIN, form ſeparate genera of the Rhi- 
noceros, Hippopotame, Tapiir and Muſk. The Camel 
being a ruminating animal, wanting the upper fore-

The herbivorous or frugivorous quadrupeds keep 


here the ſame ſtation that our countryman aſſigned 


them; but this claſs comprehends, beſides the 
Shrew, the Mole and the Hedge- bog. The Mole is 
an exception to the character of this order, in re- 
ſpect to the number of its cutting teeth; but its 


way of life, and its food, place it here more natu- 


rally than with the Feræ, as LIxXN Rus has done. 


Theſe exceptions are to be met with even in the 


method“ of that able Naturaliſt; nor can it be 
otherwiſe in all human ſyſtems; we are ſo ignorant 
of many of the links of the chains of beings, that 
to expect perfection in the arrangement of them 


would be the moſt weak preſumption. We ought, 


therefore, to drop all thoughts of forming a ſyſtem 
of quadrupeds from the character of a ſingle part: 
but if we take combined characters of parts, man- 
ners and food, we bid much fairer for producing an 
intelligible ſyſtem, which ought to be the ſum of

Its bounds in reſpect 
20 longitude are allo very limited; being an animal 
unknown except on the ſhores of Hudſon's Bay, Green- 
ld, and Spitzbergen, on one fide, and thoſe of 
Neva Zembla on the other; for ſuch as have ap- 
peared in other parts, have been brought there in- 
yluntarily * on floating iſlands of ice; ſo that the 
intermediate countries of Norway and Iceland are 
zquainted with them but by accident.

in the Rufjian expedition * 1742, were in all proba- 


bility. the firſt Europeans who gave them any diſtur- 
bance in thoſe their retreats. In September, theſe 
animals quit their ſtations, vaſtly. emaciated ; ſome 
return to the Afatic, others to the American ſhores; 
but like the Sea Otters, are confined in owe 1 
between lat. 5o and 56. 

The Ur/ine Seal, a name we ſubſtitute — the Sea 
Bear, leads, during the three months in ſummer, a 


moſt indolent life: it arrives at the iſlands vaſtiy 
fat; but during that time they are ſcarce ever in

Tf ano- 
ther approaches their ſtation, they are rouzed from 
their indolence and inſtantly ſnap art it, and a battle 
enſues in the conflict, they perhaps intrude on the 
ſeat of another: this gives new cauſe of offence, ſo 
in the end the diſcord becomes univerſal, and 1 is 
ſpread thro? the whole ſhore. 


The other males are alfo very iraſcible: the cauſes 
of their diſputes are generally theſe. The firſt and 
the moſt terrible is, when an attempt is made. by 
another to ſeduce one of their miſtreſſes, or a young 
female of the family. This inſult produces a com- 


bat, and the conqueror is immediately followed by 


the whole ſeragho, who are ſure of deſerting the 
unhappy vanquiſhed.

time; never more than two.
